He therefore knew, that without a Reformation of their 
Morals, their Glory would follow their Liberty, and ex- 
pire; as it afterwards did, in unequal and eruptive Blazes, 
as Honour or Infamy, Vice or Goodnefs, Abilities or 
Weaknefs, fhould dire&t their Arms, or inform their 
Counfcls. 

Quod femel of Imbuta recexs, holds in Communities as 
well as Individual: A Peop!e, avhofe Anceftors have been 
thoroughly impregnated, as we may call it, with the 
Love of Indufiry, Liberty, and virtuous Glory, will long 
retain the fame Principles ; they will take Refuge in the 
Heart, even when banifhed from the Head. ‘The unin- 
forin’d Vulgar will live over the Scenes of their Nation’s 
Glory and Profperity, while their Governors are machi- 
n>:ng her Infamy. This was the Cafe of Rome, may it 
never be that of England /

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
HOLLAND 

Hague, June 24. Major du Tour arrived here this 
Evening between Six and Seven, with Advice, that the 
Citadel of Tournay capitulated on the 19th at Midnight 
The Ga:rifon marched out with all the Honours of War, 
four Picces of Cannon, and two Mortars. It was reduced 
from goco to §300 Men. ‘They are to be efcorted to Cour- 
tray, and trom thence to Ghent ; and are not to ferve againtt 
France before the 1ft of Januiry, 1-47. The Baron de 
Dort, Who remained in the Town of ‘Tournay on Account 
of his Indifpotition, is fo well recovered, that he is ex- 
pected here tpeedily. As foon as the French had taken 
Poffeffion of the Barrier of the Citadel, his moft Chriitian 
NM ijeity detached zo,co9 Men to inveft Namur. It is faid, 


the French expect a Reinforcement of 26,000 Men; and 





that while the Count de Clermont carries on the Siege of | 


Namur, the King and the Count de Saxe will cover it with 
their Army. Letters fiom the Rhine, from good Hand 
bring Advice, that on the 18th Iniiant M. Praun’s ar 
M_ Bathiani’s Armies were but two Marches from one an 
other; and that by the Prince of Conti's Diipofitions then 
making, it eemed as if he wes meditating a Retrest as far 
as Worms. Lora Tyra ley arr.ved hore from Hanover on 
Wedneiday lait, and fets out for E giand ‘Vo-morrow or 
next Day; as does M. Oforio for Hanover.

Advices from Franefort fay, that Things have avery fair 
Afpeet in the Dyets and that the Activity of the Vote 
of Bohemia once fettlh.d, there is a clear Majority of Voices 
for the Grand Duke, and one tofpare. Some Letters fay, 
that in cafe the French Army retire behind the Lincs of 
Lauterbourg, the kiector of Mentz will goin Perion to 
Franciort, in order to declare the new Emperor. 

We learn from Vienna, that immediately after the Dyet 
of Eleétion at Francfort is over, fome Marriages are talk’d 
of; particu'arly of the Princefs Charlotta of Lorrain to 
the Electoral Prince of Saxony; and the Ele€tor of Bava- 
ria to that Prince’s Sifler ; which, it is thought, will have 

reat Influence in fertling the Affairs of the Empire. 

We have Advice from the Hague, that the Abbe de la 
Ville having complain’d at fome late Conferences, that no 
Notice had been taken of various Propofitions that had been 
made; he was anfwered, That it was expected he fhould 
mike tach Propofitions in Writing, and by Way of Me- 
morial ; their High Mightinediles being determined to a& 
in all Phings in frit Conjanction with their Allies. 

Upon an Application of the Prince of Waldeck to the 
States General, for Orders, in refpect to a Propofition 
made ia the lait Council of War; he was anfwered, that 








Hungary and Great-Britain were Principles, Holland only 
in Auxiliary ; and that therefore he was to execute whatever 
his Royal Highnefs and Count Konigiegg thought rea‘on- 
able. 

We learn by fome private Letters from Leipfick, that 
General Nadaiti has lately attack’d and deitroy’d two 
Pruffian Regiments, taken fix Field-Pieces, and relealed a 
great Number of Prifoners, 

On the other Hand, they write from Breflau, that Ge- 
neral Dumoulin has, fince the Battle of Freyberg, made 
Prifoners two Auftrian Generals, upwards of 10co Men, 
and has taken 15 Cannon and Field-Pieces. 

They write from Hanover, that they have certain In- 
telligence of the raifing Men throughout the Dominions 
of the Landgrave of Hefle-Caffel, with unufual Diligence ; 
but trom what Motive, or where they are to be employ’d, 
remains, it feems, an impenetrable Secret. 


The further Time laft prayed for, and given to Lord 
Anglefey, two Months ago, to put in his Defence to the 
Claim of James Annefley, Efq; of the Peerage, before the 
Attorney-General, being expired the 23d of laft Mouth ; 
we hear that the Parties attenced there on Thurfday the 
13th Jntt. when the faid Lord again prayed for further De- 
lay, which, with great Difficulty, was granted him for 
three Weeks: But, in the mean time, Mr. Annefley is al 
lowed to proceed in the Reading of his Evidence. It was 
propos’d, on Mr. Annefley’s Part, that, in order to fave 
the great Trouble, Expence, and Lofs of ‘Time, which 
attending by Counfel to read the Evidence mutt occafion, 
that Mr. Attorney General fhould read the Evidence of 
both Sides by himfelf, to which the Attorney-General 
readily agreed; but this was objected to on the Part of 
Lord Angleiey.
